DIIP'HSIONAL  UyiTS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  In  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  In  Inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  In  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Max  and  Mln  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  In  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  Issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Cllmatologlat, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  BS^F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Max  and  Mln  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960, 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  D.ATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  Issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Cllmatologlst, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "'HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 

saving  time. Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 

stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table. — Max  and  Uin  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Cllmatologist, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  suns  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Sax  and  Min  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  oa  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bu 1 1 et i n . 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,    precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65T.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960, 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  In  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

DIMTHSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,    precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°?.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  Is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table .   Max  and  Min  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
In  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  miovement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65^F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table .   Max  and  Hin  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  o.i  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cliraatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  froni  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
Issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foQt  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   iSax  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  In  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office, 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  beating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  of  this  bu 1 1 et i n .

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Admlniatratlon  State  Climatologiat, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIifKNSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table ,   Max  and  Uin  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  lee  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations ;. consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960, 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES;   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are;   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME;   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6; 00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes'*  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
In  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cliraatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
Issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Admlnlatratlon  State  Cllmatologlst, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65''F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   ^ow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  Is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
Table.   Max  and  Mln  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  Issue  of  this  publication.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  In  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  SS^F-   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Preciplta.tion"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
Table.   Max  and  Mln  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  oj  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  la  apparent  inconsistencies  In  the  record.

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAF»ORATION  is  measured  In  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
Fable .   Max  and  Mln  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  oa  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table.  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin . 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECrPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA," 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  moveinent  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  es^F,   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.   ftfex  and  Mln  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  Is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  o.i  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  becajne  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  Indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
Issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELATED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin.

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THE  WINTER  OF  196  8-69  AND  THE  1969  FLOODS  IN  NORTH  DAKOTA 

APRIL  1969 
SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


The  outstanding  feature  of  the  1968-69  winter 
was  the  thick  blanket  of  snow  which  persisted  over 
the  entire  State  most  of  the  winter.  The  individual 
snowstorms  which  produced  the  snow  cover  were 
not  of  unusual  severity  or  snowfall  by  North  Dakota 
standards.  They  were  distinguished  mostly  by 
their  frequency  of  occurrence  in  December, 
January,  and  February,  and  by  occurring  in 
sections  of  the  State  which  had  missed  previous 
storms.  Little  snow  fell  in  March,  and  after 
the  February  23-27  storm  the  State  as  a  whole 
was  covered  with  snow  to  the  greatest  depths 
since  the  winter  of  1896-97  (Figure  1). 

The  heavy  snowpack  was  produced  by  much 
above  normal  snowfall  for  the  period  November 
through  February  (Figure  2)  in  combination 
with  much  below  normal  temperatures  for  most 
of  that  period.  The  low  temperatures  resulted 
in  virtually  no  snowmelt  to  settle  or  crust 
the  snow. 

Ground  blizzards  were  a  frequent  occurrence 
during  the  winter,  particularly  in  January  and 
February,  because  of  the  uncrusted  snow  cover. 
Road  ditches  in  most  of  the  State  were  filled  with 
snow  by  early  January  and  most  fields  were  100 
percent  snow  covered.  Since  the  blowing  snow 
had  no  place  to  accumulate,  road  and  railroad 
cuts  were  quickly  filled  by  the  drifting  snow  during 
the  ground  blizzards  blocking  the  roadbeds,  dis- 
rupting travel,  and  causing  wldescale  school  and 
store  closings  and  wholesale  cancellation  of 
school,  social,  and  business  events  each  time  they 
occurred. 

Throughout  the  State,  but  especially  In  the  south- 
east, it  became  a  hopeless  cause  to  keep  some 
township  roads  open,  forcing  farm  residents  to 
hike  or  snowmobile  to  cars  parked  on  highways 
so  they  could  get  to  town  for  supplies.  School 
administration  was  difficult  since  buses  could 
not  negotiate  the  customary  routes  forcing  farm 
families  to  board  their  children  in  town  for  much 
of  the  winter  so  they  could  attend  school. 

Several  of  the  more  severe  ground  blizzards  were 
whipped  up  by  strong  southerly  winds  which 
caused  huge  drifts  of  snow  to  appear  in  places 
which  in  past  years  had  been  relatively  free  of 
drifts.  It  also  produced  the  rare  sight  of  huge 
drifts  of  snow  of  about  equal  north- south  propor- 
tions stretching  out  from  both  sides  of  east-west 
oriented  shelter  belts.  Normally,  little  drifting 
occurs  on  the  north  side  of  shelter  belts  and  other 
obstructions  to  wind  flow. 

The  constantly  shifting  snow  cover  and  frequent 
snowfalls  caused  snow  removal  and  disposal 
problems  for  everyone,  including  the  city  dweller 
trying  to  keep  his  walks  clear;  the  farmer  battling 
to  clear  driveways,  yards,  and  paths  to  feed 
supplies;    and  township,   village,   city,  and  state 


officials  trying  to  make  overstretched  and  over- 
spent budgets,  men,  and  machines  last  the  entire 
winter. 

Costs  incurred  as  a  result  of  the  heaviest  snow 
cover  of  the  century  are  difficult  to  estimate. 
Livestock  losses  were  light  and  most  stock  re- 
mained in  good  condition  throughout  the  winter 
since  ample  feed  was  on  hand  and  storms  were 
not  unusually  severe.  A  few  buildings  collapsed 
due  to  the  weight  of  snow  on  the  roofs,  and  many 
store  awnings  crumpled  from  the  heavy  snow  load. 

Snow  removal  and  disposal  costs  were  high.  The 
North  Dakota  office  of  Civil  Defense  released  a 
survey  showing  costs  of  snow  removal  for  geogra- 
ically  selected  governmental  units  were  doubled 
for  the  1968-69  winter  when  compared  with  the 
three  previous  winters.  Extrapolation  of  these 
data  to  a  statewide  basis  indicates  that  cost  of 
snow  removal  by  county,  city,  and  state  govern- 
ments was  about  $4,000,000,  a  figure  which  does 
not  include  cost  of  snow  removal  by  the  farmer, 
city  resident,  or  businessman. 

The  major  damage  caused  by  the  heavy  snow  cover 
came  when  it  melted  in  early  April.  Flooding 
rivers  and  streams  were  common  to  all  parts  of 
North  Dakota  in  the  spring  of  1969.  The  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  stated  that  April  floods  in 
North  Dakota  were  the  greatest  since  1897  on 
the  Red  River  from  Wahpeton  to  Grand  Forks, 
and  on  some  of  the  Red's  tributaries  in  southeast 
North  Dakota.  North  of  Grand  Forks  the  flood 
was  slightly  lower  than  the  April  1966  floods, 
which  were  record  or  near-record  floods  in 
that  area. 

Minot,  on  the  Sourls  (Mouse)  River,  was  hit  by 
two  floods.  The  first  crest,  caused  mainly  by 
water  from  the  Des  Lacs  River  which  empties 
into  the  Sourls  a  few  miles  northwest  of  Minot, 
topped  at  17.0  feet  on  April  11,  while  the  second 
crest  was  reached  at  20.4  on  April  19.  The  flood 
inundated  one-third  of  Minot,  forcing  evacuation 
of  about  12,000  residents.  It  was  the  greatest 
flood  since  1904  on  the  United  States  portion  of 
the  Sourls,  except  on  the  lower  crossing  of  the 
Sourls  River  into  Canada  where  the  1949  flood 
was  greater. 

The  flooding  on  the  James  River  was  almost  the 
same  as  the  record  floods  of  1950.  In  Jamestown, 
the  flooding  was  caused  almost  entirely  by  flow 
from  the  Pipestem  Creek  which  greatly  exceeded 
1950  levels. 

Rivers  in  the  southwestern  portion  of  the  State 
easily  exceeded  bankful  stages  and  thousands  of 
acres  of  farmland  were  flooded,  but  crests 
were  well  below  record  stages. 

Contributing  to  the  record  and  near- record  crests. 
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river  stages  for  1969  and  previous  record  years. 

Preliminary  estimate  of  damage  due  to  floods  in 
North  Dakota  were  figured  by  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  to  be  $14,200,000.  Building  of  dikes 
and  other  preventative  measures  were  estimated 
by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  have  saved 
$27,300,000.

particularly  in  the  southeast  on  the  James  River 
and  the  Red  River  and  its  tributaries,  were 
rains  which  overspread  the  State  on  April  7-9 
at  a  time  when  the  snowmelt  was  proceeding 
rapidly.  The  rain  totaled  about  1  inch  over 
much  of  the  southeast  and  ranged  upwards  to 
2.09  inches  at  Wahpeton  and  2.26  inches  at 
Verona  (Figure  3).  Fortunately,  no  rain  or 
only  very  light  rain  was  received  during  the 
remainder  of  April  when  major  flooding  was 
underway.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Cllmatologist, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.   Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  oa  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies  In  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIICENSIONAL  UNITS-   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  In  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  In  Inches  and 
wind  movement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  Is  the  vector  sujd  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 

saving  time. Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 

stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.  Max  and  Mln  values 
In  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Cltmatologlcal  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  In  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet,  and  Ice.

DlilENSIONAL  UNITS-   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65""?.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 

saving  time. Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 

stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.  Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  oa  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  of  this  bu 1 1 e 1 1 n . 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  Issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DI>P^NSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  ' F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  Is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.  Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  ln~mlles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'^F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sura  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
having  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes'*  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.  Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
Issue  of  this  bulletin.

DIIPHSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  In  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and 
wind  "movement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   ^ow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  Is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  sDow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Climatologist, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  1b  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIKEXSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,    precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
ftnd  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  tbe  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

E VA PORA TION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.  Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencies  in  tbe  record. 

SNOWFALL :   Entries  of  snowfall  In  tbe  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960, 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DliffiNSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are;   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  moveinent  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.   Max  and  Mln  values 
In  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
In  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table.  Include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Climatologlst, 
Room  105,  Walster  Hall,  North  Dakota  State  University,  Fargo,  North  Dakota  58102,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.   Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NORTH  DAKOTA." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°?.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   ^ow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.   Max  and  Min  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the 
evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on   the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
In  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencies  In  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  Indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July 
issue  oi   this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

Max  and  Mln  values 
in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  monthly  averages  of  dally  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  Wind  is  the  total  wind 
movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan.
